Sim 02 and lack of learned nourifhment 
which misfortune is chiefly imputed to 
avery fmall number of covetous and evil-minded pertons 
who having monopolized the faid commodities and 
thereby deprived others of our fubjects from any pofi- 
bility of trading therein; and being of a moft perfecu- 
ting temper and uncharitable difpofition they the faid 
wholefale dealers in wit have thought fit to abfcond and 
withdraw themfelves (with all their effeéts being the 
chief wealth of the nation) into a weftern ifland and o- 
ther parts remote beyond the feas to the great difcom- 
fort of thofe who abide within our faid cities and fub- 
urbs and who by reafon of the great fogs perpetually in- 
tervening cannot poflibly receive any elucidatiog rarefac- 
tion or fatisfa€tion from thofe places to which the faid 
Tramontanes are retired. dnd Whereas the only perfon 
now left emong us who is well known to have a very 
large ftock of wit yet remaining in his hands (for rea- 
Yons which altho’ many people guefs at are really known 
tono man bur himfelf) hath thought fit, either thro’ 
‘pride or humility to retufe the laurel when offered him, 
‘ad either thro’ modefty or fpleen hath neglected all 
*praifes that afe beftowed upon him, and having accumu- 
ated a vaft-miafs of wit hath long concealed and ftill doth 
“toncea) himfelf, and like, Willa-whifp, fhincs from ob- 
cure and unknown places, and dealeth out the fame ina 
very irregular manner fo penurioufly and in {uch fmall 
‘parcels as may not afford a {uffcient confumption thereof 
or proportionable to the great demand for the fame : 
And Whereas it hath been made appear to. us upon the 
‘folemn ‘aflurances of feveral unhappy wretches diftin- 
ifhed by no other titles than that of minor poets and 
whofe individual names have never yet been feen or heard 
of. who have alfo preferred their bill in our Honourable 
Court containing many remonftrances on behalf of them- 
“{elves and others their -half-ftarved. fellow-{ufferers and 
among other things fetting forth That altho’ none of them 
want inclination to be wits and poets And That not- 
‘withftanding all of thern are equally. defirous to be. efteem- 
ed as fuch and'admired accordingly And to that purpofe 
“that altho’ they or fome of them have been at very great 
expences in reprinting their works in a. new edition with 
additions in the neateft manner of binding gilding letter- 
ing on the back &c. &c. (not to mention perpetual puffs 
‘ concerning them more familiarly termed advertiiements) 
together with all other lawful and commendable means 
in order to decoy and invite the eyes and attentions of 
‘the Literati. Yet sow /o it is And fuch is their unhap- 
py. condition That their performances are flighted, little 
‘segarded and never called for And that the chief objec- 
tiun tothem is That they have not thofe neceffary ingre- 
dients of wit and invention which being the only proper 
falt to poetical.food. are very requifite to add an agreeable 
relil and favour to their and each of their feveral and re- 
{peétive works which objeétion the faid complainants by 
their bill acknowledge to be well founded but in anfwer 
thereto infilt that they cannot employ what they are not 
in the poffeffion of and cannot poffefs any part thereof the 
fame being feized in manner aforefaid by thofe enormous 

i gluttons whofe lofe fheets are conftantly fought after and 
perufed more folemnly than the bible Therefore to have 
afatisfaction againft the faid poetical leeches and ~ it- 
fuckers and to be put into a condition whereby they 
‘might receive a comfortable fubfitience and employ their 
feniual and intellectual faculties at one and the fame time 
and that their bodies might no longer be meerly air- 
pumps and to be further relicved was the fcope of the 
bill Now know ye That we having of late af- 
fumed the abfolute government of the faid Metropolis 
in all fpeculative matiers and being of our wonted cle- 
mency inclined to iupport learning theretn Moreover 
having deeply retle&ted That there is no more wit re- 
maining but what is veited in a few private perfons 
And being refolved to fupply the deficiency thereof with 
fomething very near as good cr which may ferve inftead 
thereof And having taken the fad circumftances of: the 





faid complainants into our proper confideration And 
having folemnly called before us the faid vagrants (who 
altho" thrice f{ummoned did not think fit to appear by the 
time limited or at any time fince and are therefore out- 
lawed or rather outwitted according to the cuftom of our 
Court as the fame hath been time out of mind) Upon 
hearing what was alledged on the part of the {aid com- 
plainants and upon folemn debate of the matter and for 
the further better and more effe€tual remedying of the 
{aid grievances we do order and decree as followeth. 
Firff to prevent vain {matterers and infufficient pre- 
tenders it is ordered That all and every perfon or per- 
fons of what fex age denomination or profeffion foever 
who are or pretend to be either wits witlings orators ha- 
ranguers poets or fcriblers do fend a lift of their reffec- 
tive names and places of abode to our Secretary of Grub- 
{ireet to be by him entred on the records of our Court 
orthey or any of them refufing or neglecting fo to do 
fhall be deprived ad officio & beneficio and never more be 
){uffered to practice in any of the aforefaid capacities 
But that ail perions fo entring themfelves fhall then 
and from thenceforth be reputed to have taken their 
degrees and fhall be at liberty to difembogue themfelves 
of their poetical loads at any time and in any manner 
under the reftrictions and limitations herein after men- 
tioned. 

Secondly towards the better employment of our fu- 
pernumerary poets and for the betier iubfiltence of the 
complainants and others who labour under the like mif- 
fortune Jt is hereby ordered and decreed That two per- 
fons be appointed to ferse as poets in each parifh ward 
or precinét where they fhall refide And to furnifh the 
fame with a) necediary initru€tion or information To 
write occafionaliy on births chriltenings marriages and 
funerals to compoie the bell-man’s verfes &c. &c. 
within their own proper precincts but fo as not to trel- 
pafs upon their nelgpdours or even to know what cataf- 
trophe’s happen beyond the limits of their own jurif- 
diétion. And we do declare That this our Order and 
Decree fhall bind every poet ti each parifh ward and 
precinét in or about the cities of London and Welimin 
iler and that whofoever fhall be taken 79/0 fuc7o extending 
his fame beyond himielf fhali be deemed a renegado and 
| punifhed according to the laws in.that cafe made and 
provided But the fame is not to be conftrued to extend 
to the two Univerfiries for therein every man may com- 
pofe and read his own works on condition that he doth 
not impofe the reading thereof on any perfon elfe which 
fhall be conftrued to be an aflault. 

Thirdly to the intent that there may be always a 
fufficient number of under graduates we do order that 
each of the faid poets in every parifh ward or precinét 
fhall have two or more agents or {ubalterns who are to be 
called minors and are to learn the art trade and mytftery 
of poetry in all its parts and branches by being entrutted 
with making the rhimes punns pofies epitaphs con 
ceits beginnings without ends and ends without begin- 
nings &c. who fhall be the only candidates to fucceed 
upon the deinife of any poet within their own ward 
and out of whom one. fhall be choien to ferve in his 
ftead. Such election to be always the firll day of Aprit 
next enfuing the faid demile of fuch poct And the iaid 
minor to be elected poet by a majcrity of vures of the 
moft able critics within his faid parif wasd or precinét 
But in every of the faid ballottings &c. all poilible care 
is to be taken to prevent bribery faite returns and un- 
due elections. And towards the sw2intenance of the {aid 
undertakers in poetry and to raife the demands for their 
works And for the betcer encouragement of the minors 
who thro’ hopes of preferment will no doubt emuloufly 
imitate their faid fuperiors As alto for the facilitating 
the qualifications necedlary to form an adept and as far as 
in us lies to leflen the load of learned lumber which hath 
long lain heavy upon our fubjeéts and which have al- 
ways been required to be firlllooked over before any per- 
fon could be termed one of the Literati Therefore asa 
more ipeedy and effectual way tor thofe who wou'd wil 
lingly be learned without fo much pains to get at it 
and coniidering that to be reputed to have learning is as 
fatisfatory to many thoufands of our fubjce’s as it as 
really to have it And for divers other good cauies and 
conitderations us thereunto moving We dq order That 
all perfoms who are defirous to be efteermed critics in 
polite literature fhall carefully read over all and evevy 
the productions of the refpective poets and minors be- 





longing to their refpective parifh ward ov preeinét nati 


defiring them to read any thing clfe And we do déclare 
That all chofe who can make it appear they have for 
the {pace of one year painfully applied chemfelves to the 
reading and finding out the meanings of their poetical 
paitors fhall from that time be adjudged and ~ are 
hereby declared to be ftanch mellow critics profound 
adepts and univerfal Literati And in order to detet 
our {ubjeéts from difobeying us in any of the aforefaid 
seston It is further ordered and decreed That no 
one whatever thal! prefume to read any works or writings 
of any other pocts than thofe of his own parifh ward 
or precinét excepting only fuch which fhall appear to 
have been licenced by our particular favour and futh as 
are herein after excepted And that if any perfon thall be 
found to ftudy or perufe the works of any of the faid 
extra-men fhall evermore be efteemed a feditious member 
and fhall be confined for 2 days after every fuch offence 
without having any nourifhment but what they shall re- 
ceive by the perufal of thofe heterodox authors and thall 
live in ignominy and die in contempt without being ces 
lebrated or even mentioned by the pocts of their refpettive 
parithes wards or precin¢ts. 

Provided always neverthelefs And it is hereby intended 
That it fhall and may be lawful to and for all perfons to 
read meditate and digeit all things thac are or fhall be 
printed and publifhed ina Paper commonly called the 
Grub-ftreet } sewer the fame being under our particular 
infpection and licenfed by our Secretary As alfo that it 
fhall and may be lawful to ruminate upon all papers on
